Ttt* lirst speaker, McIntjTc, stat- 
ed th*t the Bible tell.-i us that Abra- 
jhwa Iflft Ur of the Chaldocs in 2247 
B.C. Until lately, however, we have 
Jtpown little of what may be the first 
sre«t city to be built In the. world. At 
th* plaee whiwh Is now known to have 
beeti Ur there are a nuipber d diri 
njounda, and here In X63d, an Italian, 
Tivbro del Valle, found many bricks 
covered with cuneiform writinç. It 
was not until seventy-five year.i ago 
that It «-as known what these meant. 
It vrtia then found that settlement had 
taken place in this rcplon for many 
Ihotuands of yoarf, the city of Ur be- 
ing thickly populated by 4000 B.C. 

Just before the time of Abraham 
lon« walls and several to-wers were' 
fcullt around the city l)y kings ef the 
4hlrd dynasty. Besides these, temples 
ior th* worship of the gods and god- 
desses were con.struc;ed, among these 
being the well-known Ziggurat of Ur. 
The long history of this city was 
Ijrought to an end by a dinaRtroiis fire 
of Cyrus the Great of I'er.sla. After 
within one hundred years of ilie time 
this, the buildings crumbled with the 
passing of time, and all was covered 
wHli a thick layer of sand. 

British Began Excavation 
At the in^:iaiKo of thp Bil'i.si] .Mu- 
«8um, .«ald the ypoaker, excavation 
work waF Ipoçan. This was In 1854, 
bi|t the work was soon discontinued, 
and was not taken up again until af-- 
tor the Great .War. The firm thico 
expedition!! did little otlitr ili:.n to 
break th'; ground for their surrcssore, 
but since then a frreat de.il of work 
lias been done, including a mapping 
out of Iho entire topography of the 
ruins. 

Among the-'c ruin.« have lpf-<>n found 
ïiiany interesting rolios, .-(iid tlie 
1,-ravos anil tombs have been, very 
fertile in object!! of value- to ilio ex- 
cavators. The digging i!> for Iho nio.'si 
j)art done by Ara.b!i, wlio we paid a 
jireqiium on the number of relics that 
they brilife- to ll«li!. Aiiionib- lliu ob- 
jects dug up l)y tho-^e workmen is a 
dagger, the hilt of lap:-. luuV. ;-nj.iilMl 
with ffold, and the blade of burnliilicd 
jrold. "ThiM dagger, made 5500 years' 
•go, Is pno of the oldest examples of 
the goldiimith's art," reniiirkcd Mc- 
B I tyre.

The lecture conîi.'î'.cd of a o-vles of 
experiments . which Professor Keys 
explained, as he prose.çilf f?. The ma- 
jority of these experiment^! ^\ent to 
sliow tlic various rU^cAf, elo.'t.-ons 
pinduccd wlien in contact with dif- 
ferent physical conditions. The firM 
experiment showed a dliicharsd of 
electricity across an open sap with a 
re.-JiiU of minatiire llshteninp. Th- 
Mme d|.»cliargc T>-as thcn.«enl througii 
liibe.1 of partial vacuunfis ran^int; 
down to a pressure of about a mil- 
lionth of an atmosphere. As lh<? 
charge went through t.he.^c different 
pressures, a fitcady flow of electrons 
In different colors was shown and the 
l^ehavior of the electron ILself ex- 
Idalncd. Charges were then sent 
through various g.ases such .'i,<i ixdluin 
and neon, and the effects on these 
n-îwly di.Mi;ovcred gases shown. .Neon 
in purtlcuLir was Inlorcstlng as it 
was pointed out Its value for everyday 
purposes In advertising as It pro- 
vides a very economical and striking 
led liffht. 

As electrons Ijohavcllkc waves and 
are stopped by metal or other firm 
sufjstîihce, we can secure an Ex-ray 
by passing them through a body. 

The actual composition of the 
electron was pointed out. It I., the 
sm.allest thing we linow of and llie 
ligiittst. it an atom were made 
fifty feet squaio, an electron would

Dies Suddenly 

F. W. Mol son Prominent In 
Business and Sport Circles 

Fred W. Molsonî a governor of Mc- 
Gill Uiiivcr.«lty, and one of Mont- 
real's moat proniincnl business men. 
died at his home .\ f si..-ril;iy niornins 
■ a the ago of 61', aft»r an illness of 
only .a few hours' duration. Itifi death 
came as a great shock to his relatives 
and to his many friends. 

The late Mi> ".rolson Avas a well 
known figure In the businos.^ world, 
and -was noted for his great talent, 
his wide experience and hlH energy. 
Mo is a member of a family diftlii- 
sui.shed in .Montreal for six genera- 
liunsf. Hi.s great-grandfather. Jolin 
.Molsoii, came to Cantida in 17S2 from, 
I.,incolnshlre, and established Mol-i 
son'.s Brewery, a foundry and a ship- 
year. 

.Mr. Fred .Molson was president of 
.MoLson's Bank from 1922 until it was 
talien over by the Bank of Montreal. 
Ho was also a director of the C.l'.R., 
the Montreal, Tr'i(!t Compnnv the 
Dominion Bridge Cani.pany, the 
.Xorthcrn Klectric and various other 
firms. He was also a governor' of Mc- 
Gill Univolslty and cif various , hos- 
pitals and charitable Instittitlons.' 

.Mr. .^lol.':on is also noted as an ard- 
ent yatch!'inan and salmon fisher- 
man. Ho was Joint owner of one of 
the largest motor j-atchs in Aiiierien, 
and bad iircvlously posscs.sed several 
.smaller vessels.

Centre! of Drugs 

Dr. >r.i(;Miirc.liy pointed out the 
nlisolute necessity of such a depart- 
ment, and what benefits Canada re- 
ce ves from It. It controls the ont- 
r.Tnce of narcotics Into Canada. The 
'inantity of these Oni'gs has been re- 
duced considerably in the last few 
year.s, due to careful Inspection. This 
great source of trouble to Canada 
toaa}V.,'«-h<?n>e.rcarze that there arc 
ten thousand addicts, only eight per- 
cent bfing bona fl'do patients. The 
h...sp;t.i!s at. the present time refuse 
refuse to admit theso Mses, who have 
to go to .lail. Tlioro !s a great need 
for hospitals to look after these 
people. 

The Division of food and drugs 
^Klpa to protect the i>eople from Im- 
pure foods, and those who Insist on 
doctoring themselves. There are fve 
'abratories. and twenty six inspectors 
who during 19927 brouplit 3.CoO s.imp. 
es of food such as candy, orangejulce 
■■riiits and honey to be examined. 

Efforts were put forth to prevent 
advertlsments mak-pg exaggerated 
slatements regarding the riualliles of 
certain foodstuffs. The lab.-atorles

Thl.s il-,"oiT r.f their faith U sup- 
ported hy tho facts that thes.; paint- 
ings were placed In positions difficult 
of access, tliat they. In sonie cases, 
tho actual .death of an animal used 
tor food, .and that these drawings 
rarely show more than one aninul in 
each skotcli. 

Early Development* 

The history of t|„. deveiupment ut 
;irt in those remote times can be do- 
f.'nltely traced. The fir.sl of tliese' at- 
tempts were made before tho oiur;. 
of modern man into Kurope, th-at lî 
about 10.000 years ago. Tiicso earli- 
est dra-wings consisted of simply a 
crude sketch or an outline carved wi 
rock. AViUi tiio coming of liighcr 
typos the Innovation of filllnir In 
tills olemoiit:iry ..utlin.. v,iiii colorn 
was conceived. Tiien caiuc tiic draw- 
ing or the outline with paint.s, ami., 
finally came the highest typo of all, 
namely the pa'iiting of the whole pieco 
by means of ochres and simll.ir 
colors. 

The picture of these primitive be- 
ings at ilieir work is one of Interest. 
Deep In tlio innermost rcccesscs of 

somo cave, oft-ii ti.a,, i,;,it ^ 

•llie under the ground, they worked 
by the smoliy „, , .anitivo lan- 

terns, whicii consisted of ;i stone 
partly hollowed-oul. and having an 
Insecure thumb-grip as the only 
handle. In which burnt animal fal-i 
and similar suKstanccs from whic'i 
only tho foeblc-it liyht emanated. 
.Modern depictions of theso artists at 
work show one of them holding one 
Of theso lamps, another busy earvln;c, 
or perhaps drawlnj:, ruiother grind- 
ing up tresli paint and po-ssibiy 
others .standing around watching tho 
artists at work.

Probably one of (he most interesting and 
unusual .students wlio ever attended Columbia 
University died .iusi a few days ago. William 
Cullen Bryant Kemp, first to Columbia in 1868, 
just over 60 year-s ago. A relative left him 
$2,500 a year a.*; long a.s he remained in college. 
lie has been there ever since. 

Besides one degree not listed in the catalog, 
D.P.M., (Doctor of Perpetual Motion, donated 
by student.^ with whom he was quite popular) 
and three B.S. degrees, Kemp had M.D., A.B., 

A. M.. L.L.M., L.L.B., Ph.D., C.E., E.E., Mech. 

B. , E.M., and Phar. Gheni. degrees. The dis- 
patch does not say just what of the few remain- 
ing degrees he was pursuing at the time of his 
death. 

There i? something rather pathetic in this 
.sight of a man content to go through life merely- 
picking up crumbs of knowledge for some three 
.score year.s. without making, apparently, any at- 
tempt to ])ut this knowledge to any useful pur- 
po.^c— and all lor a mere $2,500 a year. From 
liu' ])urely utilitarian point of view, if he had 
!iad any .sort uf ability bet^idc that of a .si)onge. 
the man coiiUi liave made a much better bargain 
than .$2,.000. As a teacher he might have passed 
.some of that knowledge along to other.^. But 
110, a .student for 60 year.s. What a compendium 
of facts the man must have been. 

It i.s interesting to speculate upon the rea- 
.Hons for his following the coui'se he did. Poss- 
ibly he wa.s one of i^at rare species now-a-days 
the simon pure .^^tudent. But then the usual stu- 
dent in time desire.s to and generally doe?, crc- 
'atc or at least re-creates. The obvious cau.se, 
of cour.se, is that he was .just plain lazy, but this 
is miK-ii loM bi'oini and .simple an explanation 
A»; .so uiia.sua! a careei'. Cei'tainly the work- 
ings of the human mind are beyond all compré- 
hension. 

Well, one more record has been established 
— one liiat will ])robably not be broken for some 
time, even in Liicsu hectic days of making and 
breakinjr ri.'vn)Ms — eleven earned degrees held 
liy one man. .As the Doctor of Perpetual Mo- 
tion he will remain unchallenged. 

EDUCATION AND PROGRESS 

Few I'tjalize the vast i)Otenlialitie,s of edu- 
i ation ill reference to the welfare and progres.s 
of mankind. Ignorance, with it concomitants, 
I *'si:iiili i-si{(!i(!iiiK. pi'c.iudiee, narrow-minded- 
ness and .-.i.ii.-^ua'iiy, ha.-; been, and will con- 
tinue to be the cause of human unhappiness 
'.Ik? wurhi over; it has pitted nation against na- 
lion and man again.st man. 

This bl.'.ck cloud which obstructs the light 
to millions of the world nuust be removed so 
that the j-iglit proportionality of things may be 
i;roperly gauged and truly valued. Until this 
is effected, i)eoplc will still blunder along 
ihi'ougli the darkness of misconception and er- 
ror; war will follow war and man in his unfor- 
uinate lack of knowledge will make friction 
with iiis fellow. What good i.s a l>eague of Na- 
tions wlien foisted ujjon a recalcitrant and igr 
- norant peaple? In the universal dissemination 
of knowledge among all classes and all creeds 
lies the Utopia of mankind. 

Certain psyehologi.sts contend that man has 
a number of fixed modes of behaviour, called 
instincts, wliicii cannot be altered. Man, their 
argument aeems to run, is inlierenliy pugnaci- 
ous and no amount of enlightenment will drive 
this faculty fi-om its .stronghold. But this is 
only j>artially true. As a matter of fact instinct 
is being constantly denied and this denial is 
being actuated larj^ely through ideals ari.sing 
fro mtlie education to which the individual has 
been sub,iected.

Civilization In Ur 
And Indo-China

Last season, many graves and tonib.s 
were crpched up, and many gruesome 
remains were discovered, for at that 
limo it was often tlio custom- of a 
iioMe iiersoiiiigo to be accompanied In 
iiis last resting place by many sacri- 
ficial victims, members of his house- 
hold. 

In conclusion, tho sjjoaker roiiiark- 
throw great light upon tlie Old Testa- 
ofi that these discoveries not only 
mcnt but also, "havo reclaimed a part 
of prehistoric times by showing that 
wliat ^was^ii^adition really Is history.' 
' ' Describes Kmer Civilization 
In the .second paper, ".Modern Dis- 
coveries in Jndo-China," 7^1. G. Bal- 
lantyne remarked at llio outset that 
what followed would be largely a des- 
cription of tho ancient Kmer civilisa- 
tion tho city of Ankgor Thorn. Indo- 
Cliina, in wiilch this was situated, lies 
on the border ot Indian and China, 
and Is for tho most part a dreary land 
thickly covered with tropical forest. 

Tho description of this land which 
followed in tho address to a great ex- 
tent that of Richard Halliburton in 
"Tho Royal Koud to Rcininlicc-," and 
tho picturesque language ile.'jcrilw.-s in 
detail tho effect obtained in examin- 
ing these historic rulHe, now covered 
with lianas, bounded by the Jungle, 
and inhabited only by monkeys and 
.snakes. TliiTo are an abundance of 
riiural drawlng.s, tellinif lljo stories of 
kings long dead, and of tho popular 
conceptions of future worlds. 
City Long Unknown 
Tlie people who aro thought to {laye 
dwelt in this now deserted' city arc 
known us llio Khymers, founding 
tlK'ir <;lviiiza,llon in the fourth cen- 
tbi'y and passing away from view In 
the. twelfth. Their city was long un- 
known for tho reason that. it is Iso- 
lated from tho usual paths of travel 
and is closely surrounded and kept 
from viow by H'o voracious jungle. II 
was first discovered in 1857 ijy a 
l^'renchmen, but people refused to lic- 
lievo his fantastic talk. Not until later 
was his story substantiated by inves- 
tigators. 

It is not known just why (his centre 
of civilization v.iis ever deaerled, but 
the tlieory lias been put forward that 
It was duo to an iinmenso earthquake. 
Tills Is supported by tho fact that 
many of the buildings exhibit a very 
battered apjioarancc. This however, 
added tho spcolier is merely a theory 
and tho inobloin ot tlic Khymer clyll- 
i/atlon rcnialns unsolved.

In commenting upon tlii.s Professor 
I.loyd is reported by tho Now York 
Times as saying, "ror centuries sol- 
oiico has pljofd llio o.mpliasis on tho 
benefits derived from training the 
lind.v, concentrating entirely upon ilic 
physical health and strength side. In 
this age, when the Ihdlvidual lives al 
siioii a lihrli oiiiolioiial pilch, tho psy- 
cholopical etfccls of phy.-ik'al educa- 
tion are of increasing iiniwDrtanco. 
' "Although it has long been believed 
that activities which peculiarly be- 
long to physical education contribute 
lo charaoler and por.sonality no al- 
lempt has been nuide to determine 
the degree. Our work will bo largely 
in an unexplo^^ed field. This field re- 
liresenis ono of tho outstanding needs 
In physical education and will help 
materially to increase knowledge of 
the whole of tlic physical educational 
program."
